We have taken every precaution in 
designing this soldering station to 
ensure that it is as safe as we can 
make it. However, safe operatien 
depends on you, the operator. We 
recommend that you follow these 
simple safety rules. 

For your own safety, please avoid using 
the station under any circumstances 
that can damage or destroy the 
insulation. 

• Keep the station away from 
children. 

• If the supplied cord is damaged, it 
must be replaced by a qualified 
technician to avoid hazard. 

• Never apply voltages to the station 
that exceed the specified limits. 

• Only operate this station in 
properly ventilated rooms or rooms 
with a fume extraction system. 
Inhalation of soldering fumes and 
particles from flux in the solder is 
detrimental to health. 
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• Never cover the ventilating slots when using the station. 
Place the statien en a hard, flame resistant base. 

• Always ebserve the manufacturer’s directions concerning 
soldering paste, solder creams, and fluxes. 

• Never heat plastic materials er liquids (solvents, water, and 
so forth). Heating plastic materials may produce toxic fumes. 

• To reduce the risk of electric shock, this equipment has a 
polarized plug (one blade is wider than the ether). This plug 
fits in a polarized eutlet only one way. If the plug does not fit 
fully in the outlet, reverse the plug. If it still does net fit, 
contact a qualified electrician to install the proper outlet. De 
not alter the plug in any way. 

• Capacitors in the station can still carry voltage, even if the 
station has been disconnected from all voltage seurces. 

• Use only new fuses of the preper rating. Do not use repaired 
fuses and do not bridge the fuse helders. 

• Before yeu replace the fuses, disconnect the soldering 
station from power. 

• Do not turn on the station immediately after moving it from a 
cold place te a warm place. Condensatien might impair 
operation or damage the station. Wait for the station to warm 
up to room temperature before switching it on. 

• Be careful using the soldering iron if it is set abeve 350°F (or 
200°C), as it can ignite seme substances. 

This station is fully calibrated and tested. Under normal use, no 
further adjustment should be necessary. If the station requires 
repair, de net try to adjust it yourself. Take it to your local 
RadioShack store for assistance.

The smaller screw is 
used to fasten the 
heating element to the 
iron, and the larger one 
is used to fix the 
soldering tip in the 
heating element. 


2. Use a screwdriver to loosen the 
larger screw at the top of the 
soldering iron and fully insert the 
supplied soldering tip into it. Then 
tighten the screw securely, tt Cf 



3. Insert the soldering iron’s plug into 
the 5-pole socket on the soldering 
station. The plug only fits one way. 
Do not force it. 
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4. Insert the soldering iron into the 
spring support in the soldering iron 
stand. 

5. Soak the supplied sponge with 
water and then put it in the tray on 
the stand. 


6. Set -10 at the side of the station 
to O before plugging it into an AC 
outlet. 

To prevent ESD 
(electrostatic 
discharge) damage 
to static sensitive 
devices, connect a 
ground wire (not 
supplied) to the 
GROUND jack on 
the back of the 
station using a 
banana plug. 



Detaching the Stand 

1 . Gently pull the bottom of the stand 
away from the station until the tab 
on the bottom of the stand clears 
the station. 

2. Slide the stand up and off the 
station.

O' NOTE O' 

• The soldering station 
has two modes: 
setting and reading. 
Press MODE to 
toggle between 
modes. SET appears 
on the right of the 
display when the 
soldering station is in 
setting mode. RERD 
appears on the right 
of the display when 
the soldering station 
is in reading mode. 

• The station has a two- 
minute preset 
memory function. If 
you turn off the 
station and turn it on 
again within two 
minutes, the preset 
temperature remains 
unchanged. The 
temperature is reset 
after two minutes. 

• Clean the blue paint 
off the tip before 
using the station. 


To reattach the stand, simply place the 
large tab en the side of the stand in the 
notch on the side of the station and 
siide the stand down until it clicks into 
place. 

SETTING THE 
TEMPERATURE 

Set the temperature before soldering 
materials. ^ 

1 . Plug the station into an AC outlet. 

2. Set -10 to - to turn on the station. 
350T (or 200'C) and SET appear on 
the display, the red ON indicator 
lights, and the station beeps. 

3. Press TEMPERATURE- ▲ or 
TEMPERATURE-T to set the 

soldering tip’s temperature. 

The soldering tip’s temperature 
increases by 1 °F (or 1 °C) each 
time you press TEMPERATURE- ▲, 
and decreases by 1 °F (or 1 °C) 
each time you press 
TEMPERATURE-T. 

For faster setting, hold down either 
TEMPERATURE- ▲ or 
TEMPERATURE-T until you reach 
the desired temperature. 
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4. Press MODE once to change the 
mode (reading versus setting). 

5. The station senses the heating 
eiement’s temperature. The 
soidering tip’s current temperature 
appears. 

If the temperature is below 300°F 
(150°C), on appears. Cf” 

If the temperature exceeds 300°F 
(150°C), the actuai temperature 
appears. 

If the temperature is above 900°F 
(500°C), ERR appears. This means 
the station has reached the 
maximum temperature. Reset the 
station. Cf” 

6. Set -/O to O to turn off the station. 
OFF appears on the dispiay for 
about two minutes. 


\J NOTE \J 

• ERR appears and the 
soldering station 
beeps if the 
temperature sensor is 
defective. If ERR still 
appears, take it to 
your local 

RadioShack store for 
assistance. 

• The soldering tip’s 
temperature varies 
depending on the 
room temperature, 
ventilation, condition, 
tightness and 
oxidation of the 
soldering tip. 

• You must re-tin the tip 
after cleaning it.

SOLDERING 

When the soldering iron has reached 
the desired temperature, you can start 
to solder. 

1 . Remove the soldering iron from 
the stand. 

Clean the tip on the sponge in the 
iron stand, so impurities and 
oxides are removed from the 
soldering tip. 

Tin the soldering iron's tip. ^ 

Hold the soldering iron tip to the 
point to be soldered, tt 

Heat the point to be soldered and 
the connection pins of the 
respective component (transistor, 
IC, diode, resistors) at the same 
time, so the solder flows well to 
make a good, electrically 
conductive connection, and apply 
the solder. & 

After soldering, remove the 
soldering iron tip from the point 
and let the point cool. 


9 ' ' To tin the tip, coat the tip with solder and immediately brush off the 
excess with a soft cloth to form a smooth, silvery soldering surface.

ISl CAUTION d 

• Never hold the 3. 

soldering tip to the 
soldering point too 

long. Otherwise, the 
soldering point is 
destroyed. 

• Working with higher 
soldering 
temperatures can 
shorten the life of the 
soldering tip and 
heating element. The 
ideal soldering 
temperature is 

between 572°F to 6. 

716°F (300°Cto 

380°C). 
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7. Clean and tin the soldering iron. 
Then put the soldering iron back 
into the stand. 


REPLACING THE 

FUSE 

1 . Disconnect the soldering iron from 
AC power. 

2. Use a screwdriver to push and 
rotate the fuse holder cap on the 
back of the station 
counterclockwise. 


3. Remove the old fuse and replace it 
with a new one (1 .6A slow-blow/ 
250V). d 

4. Replace the cap and rotate it 
clockwise. 

5. Plug the soldering iron back into 
AC power.

RESETTING THE 

SOLDERING 

STATION 

If the soldering station works 
improperly or if the display is blank, 
press TEMPERATURE- ▲ and 
TEMPERATURE-T at the same time to 
reset the station. 

CARE 

Keep the soldering station dry; if it gets 
wet, wipe it dry immediately. Use and 
store the soldering station only in 
normal temperature environments. 
Handle the soldering station carefully; 
do not drop it. Keep the soldering 
station away from dust and dirt, and 
wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally 
to keep it looking new. 

If your soldering station is not 
performing as it should, take it to your 
local RadioShack store for assistance. 
Modifying or tampering with the 
soldering station’s internal components 
can cause a malfunction and might 
invalidate its warranty.
